the Boston police department for the 
same time has only amounted to. $12.- 
016.1(1. 


Though the figures are not authentic, 


being gleaned here and there from po- 
lice reports. It is safe to say the 
amount is nowhere near the 
real 


amount that has been secured by tho 
numerous gangs of crooks that have 
flocked here. There 
are undoubtedly 


many who have failed to report their 
loss, while 
there are 
probably 
also 


many cases the department has failed 
to make nubile. 


Though a largo amount of the prop- 


erty is not unlikely to be found and re- 
turned to its owners it .nevertheless 
shows clearly that thieves can and do 
operate apparently at their own will in 
the city, especially in the outlying dis- 
tricts.

MR. BRYAN'S SPEECH. 


Those who expected an ultra-radical and denunciatory address from 


Mr. Bryan, in reply fo his notification by the committee must feel greatly ih 
disappointed for his .speech delivered at Lincoln yesterday is a master- 
piece of calm and logical reasoning upon the leading questions involved in 
the cinnpaign. 


Unlike Mr. Ta£t, Bryan did not require the greater part of a news- 


paper to voice his views upon al! the phases of the campaign. 


No longer can the republicans ridicule Bryan as a "man 
of 
mere 


words." or as being !ong-yinded in liis addresses. He has given Roosevelt 
and Taft alike a perfect example ot" conciseness in 
political 
discussion. 


He lias shown them how to "hoil it down" and to present only the essence 
for the delectation of his audience. 


JIi Bryan sees practically but. one great question in this campaign. 


It is: "Shall the people rule, or shall the government be handed over to 
the predatory interests?" 
He quotes President Roosevelt to show that 


these interests have' already hurled defiance at the government and prac- 
tically mocked ihe administration when it attempted to check their im- 
positions upon the people. 


I 
He also quotes Mr. Taft's endorsement of the president's indictment 


and his admission that certain very grave evils crept in during the last 
ten years when some gveat corporations broke away from the established 
rules of business and showed utter disregard alike for ihe law and the 
authority of the government. 


After presenting the dark republican picture drawn by the president 


and Jus man Taft, Mr. Bryan shows that republicans were in power all 
this time and not only failed to stop these evils but actually encouraged 
them 
The republican party, he said, is responsible for all the abuses exist- 
six of the seven 


ing in the country today, and as proved by the experience of the last ten 
years it is powerless to correct them. 


The speaker took up some of the leading questions and proved quite 


conclusively that the republican party is unable to carry the necessary 
reforms through congress, owing to its subordination to the trusts. 


Upon the tariff the republicans are with the trusts and against the 


people; upon anti-trust legislation the same is true; while on the matter 
of extending the powers of the interstate commerce commission; upon the 
election of United Slates senators by the people and upon publicity of cam- 
paign contributions the republican parly has proved recreant to the people 
"and therefore deserves to be removed from control of the government. 


The republican parly cannot attack wrong doing in high places with- 


out bringing its most prominent members into

opinion of Mr. Bryan not until that party passes through a

"fasting in the wilderness" will it learn to study public questions from the 
standpoint of the masses. 


On the matter oE campaign publicity Bryan exposes the ridiculous 


position of the republican party when he says:

friends to office, with a. view to preventing hostile legislation, why 
should that fact be concealed until his friends are securely seated 
In their .official positions.'' 


The United States senate as at present chosen Mr. Bryan designates 


^ as 8. fixed obstacle to popular reform, and although two-thirds 
of

states have expressed themselves in favor of election by the people, yet 
the republican party at its recent convention rejected the plank by an 
o%eiwhelming majority. 
The United Slates senate impudently 
and

rogantly rejects Ihe resolution when presented to ii, and thus by a repub- 
lican majority, ihc will of the people is blocked. 


The autocratic sway recently exercised by the speaker of the house 


in congress was shown to be another effective block to ihe enactment of 
popplar reforms; another proof that as sin ted at the outset the main 
question in this campaign is: 
Shall the people rule?

Those who expected an ultra-radical and denunciatory address from 


Mi Bryan, in reply to his notification by the committee must feel greatly 
disappointed for his speech delivered at Lincoln yesterday is a master- 
piece of calm and logical reasoning upon ihc leading questions involved in 
the campaign. 


Unlike Mr. Taft, Brynn did not require the greater part of a news- 


paper to voice his views upon all the phases of the campaign. 


No longer cnn the republicans ridicule Bryan as a "ruan 
of 
mere 


words," or as being Icing-winded in his addresses. He has given Roosevelt 
and Taft alike a perfect example of conciseness ill political 
discussion. 


HB has shown them how to "boil it down'1 and to present only (lie essence 
for the delectation of his audience. 


Mi'. Bryan sees practically but one great question in this campaign. 


It !:> 
"Shall the people rule, or shall (ho government be handed over to 


.the predatory interests!'' 
He quotes President Roosevelt to show that 


gi 
these interests have already hurled defiance at Hie government and prac- 
tically mocked the administration when it attempted to check their im- 
positions upon the people. 


He also quotes Mr. Taft's endorsement of the president's indictment 


and his admission that certain very grave evils crept in during the last 
ten } ears when some great corporations broke away from the established 


authority.'of the government. 


After presenting the dark republican picture drawn by the president 


and his man Taft, Mr. Bryan shows that republicans were in power all 
this tune and not only failed to stop''these, evils but actually encouraged 
them. Thp republican party, he said, is responsible for all the abuses exist- 
ing in the country today, and as proved by the experience of the last ten 
jears it is powerless to correct them. 


The speaker took up some of the leading questions and proved quite

Yesterday Anno Benkl, a neighbor, 


vent Into Mrs. Horviith's room and 
'oumJ her slttine on the sfde of her
